H. McKIttrlck, his son -in -law, twen ty miles south of Bakersfield, 
Cal., after an illn ess of sev en days. 
Career as A rmy Officer. 
Gen eral Shafter, who was born in Michigan , was 24 years old 
when the civ il war broke out an d he en tered the serv ice as first 
lieuten an t of the Sev en th Michigan in fan try. 
Ilis promotion was rapid. On September 5, 18 62, he 
was 
commission ed m ajor of the Nin eteen th Michigan in fan try; lieu­ 
ten an t colon el Jun e 5, 18 63, an d colon el of the Sev en teen th Un it­ 
ed States in fan try April 19 , 18 64. 
He was brev etted colon el for 
“gaUan t an d meritorious serv ice” at the battle of Fair Oaks an d 
brigadier gen eral for “gallan t an d meritorious serv ices durin g the 
.war.” The prin cipal battles in which he participated 
were the 
siege of Yorktown , West Poin t, F air Oaks, Sav age Station , Glen ­ 
dale, Malv ern Hill an d Thompson Station , Ten n essee. 
Here he was taken prison er’ but was soon after exchan ged. 
As an In dian fighter he was kn own as “ Pecos Bill.” On May 3, 
18 9 7, he was promoted to be brigadier gen eral. 
When the war with Spain broke out Gen eral 
Shafter was 
made a m ajor gen eral of v olun teers. He comman ded at San tiago. 
He was then retired from the regular army an d sen t back to the 
departm en t of Californ ia as a v olun teer. W ith his retirem en t from 
the army his m ilitary life en ded.

One o f the patrio tic features o f the 
mauso leum is the bro nze tablets co n­ 
taining the names o f ev ery unio n so l­ 
dier who fo ught at the siege o f Vicks­ 
burg. Ov er thirty -six tho usand so l­ 
diers’ names are cast o n the bro nze 
tablets. 
The temple is built o f pure white 
marble and is o ne o f the finest me­ 
mo rials in the wo rld. It is lo cated o n 
the field abo ut three and a half miles 
west o f the city o f Vicksburg. 
It 
stands o n a& eminence west o f the 
Jackso n ro ad fro m which is an ap­ 
pro ach co nsisting o f fo rty -sev en m ar­ 
ble steps, with two platfo rms, twenty - 
sev en by sev enty fpet. 
H as fo ur co l­ 
umns in fro n t and two o n each side, 
and Is surm o unted by an architrav e 
frieze and co rnice, ty m panum and 
pediment. Surmo unting the latter is 
bro nze eagle, gilded with pure go ld, 
six feet high, with wings spreading 
o v er nine feet. ’The building is cir­ 
cular in fo rm and abo ut fifty feet in 
diameter, and six ty -six feet high. 


In the center o f the flo o r is a cir­ 
cle o f mo saic representing the Illi­ 
no is state seal. This mo saic is sur­ 
ro unded by bands o f v erde antique 
and marble highly po lished. 
In the panels fo rmed by the en­ 
tablature ami the pilasters the names 
o f the co mmanding o fficers are carv ­ 
ed. 
The sty le o f the mauso leum is 
Ro man do ric. 
At the co rnice where

ment are thirty -three white marble 
eagles with a shield and scro ll be­ 
neath them.

Tn the tmp- 
panum o f the po rtico there are three 
figures sculptured in m arble, full re­ 
lief, representing histo ry , peace and 
the So uth caring fo r the grav es o f the 
dead. 
The marble sculpturing was 
ex ecuted by the well known and a r­ 
tistic sculpto r, Mr. Charles J. Mul­ 
ligan, who has display ed much genius 
in these beautiful specimens o f his 
wo rk. 
Mr. W. B. Mundie was the 
architect who designed this beauti 
ful structure and he has display ed 
an ability and genius tha t reminds us 
that the no ble arl of architecture 
was not buried with the builders of 
ancient mauso leums. Both architects 
are Chicago men. 
The first stop of the train contain­ 
ing the commissioners, Gov ernor De 
neen. his staff and guests, was at 
J ackson, Mississippi, where a cordial 
reception was giv en the party.
